Clean sport, the elimination 
of the professional element and investigution of every 
club that promotes amateur bouts aresome of the bene- 
fits that such supervision is expected to bring about. 

The committee sent by the Metropolitan branch of 
the A. A. U. to support the bill at Albany, and Presi- 
dent James E. Sullivan decline to outline any of their 
plans at this time, for the very good reason that the 


bill has not yet passed, and if it does it will not become | 


operative until September. 

Lovers of clean, amateur sports realize that there 
must be some organization to Oppose the promoters of 
fake clubs and attempts to “ring in’’ professionals in 
the bouts. Doubtless the passage of the law would he 
followed by the organization of numberless athletic 
clubs, formed for the sole purpose of conducting box- 
ing bouts. It will be the duty of the A. A, U. to estab- 
lish the standing of such clubs and complain to the 
proper authorities when signs of violation of the spirit 
of the boxing law is noted. 

It is understood that clubs conducting bouts will be 
required to show proof of a bona fide membership, and 
no club will be allowed to be operated exclusively as an 
amateur boxing association, Other branches of amateur 
sport must have an equal representation.

Speaking 
first of the knockdown by Mitchell, he said: 

“T went down in that fight, but | wasn’t knocked 
down. We fought in the rain, and it was so cold I was 
chilled. While stepping backward, I got a push from 
Charley. I went over just as a brick balanced on edge 
would go over when shoved ever so little. Afterward, 
I oflered to beta thousand dollars that [ could stand 
square on my feet, with my hands tied behind my 
back and let Mitchell hit me a dozen times without 
getting floored. That bet never was taken, even if it 
does look like easy money to-day. But I did get 
knocked down once. I'll tell how it happened, and it 
will be the first time it has been in print. When I was 
new at the business and known as the ‘Boston Strong 
Roy,’’ I went to Providence, R. L., to battle with Jack 
Ilogan, of that good town. We met in the Theatre 
Comique. Hogan was a blacksmith who had trained 
on clam-bakes—by the way, Providence beats the world 
on clam dinners—and he was hard and husky as 
nails. 

“T wanted to catch a train, so I opened on Hogan 
with arush., He stood stock still in the middle of the 
stage waiting for me, his left (the size of a stove-pipe 
and as hard as a bungstarter) stuck outin front of him. 
I was greener then than later and ran smash inte that 
splendid bit of a fist. Down I went kerflop. But I was 
up before you could guess, and was at Hogan like the 
big wind, The fighting wus finished for Hogan right 
off the reel. 

“‘*Who pulled the roof down on me?’ Hogan asked 
when he came out of it later in the evening. 

“Jack Hogan, of Providence, was one of the more 
than 110 men 1 have knocked out, although he cer- 
tainly did knock me down.’’

HACK WILL 
MEET EITHER 


Tom Jenkins or Frank Gotch for the 
Grappler’s Title. 


Tom Jenkins’ victory over Frank Gotch 
night which enabled the former to regain his title of 
catch-as-catch-can champion of the world, will add 
considerable interest to the forthcoming match in which 
George Hackenschmidt, the famous Russian Lion, will 
participate. Both Jenkins and Gotch are ambitious to 
try conclisions with the famous grappler whose sen- 
sutional achievements have created much wonder and 
admiration in Europe. He will endeavor, while here, 
to prove to Americans that to him rightly belongs the 
title of world’s champion, The Russian is only five fe.t 
eight inches in height, but he weighs 200 pounds. He 
is muscular—very much so—and is stronger than San- 
dow. Besides he is a clever tumbler, very quick on his 
feet and posesses the agility of the trained gymnast. 

Among the giants Hackenschmidt has thrown is 
Nouroulah, the Turk, who came to America a few 
yeurs ago und crushed Tom Jenkins. The bout with 
the Turk was not a hard proposition for Hack, and he 
put this dusky boy down and out in easy style. After- 
ward Huck tackled Hali Adali, the biggest Turk wrest- 
ler ever seen in public. His weight is between 200 and 
400 pounds.
